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Subluxation...what it means to you

If you have been treated by a 
*9chiropractor or have béen read- 
ing this column, you have been 
exposed to the word subluxa- 
tion. The subluxation is an 
important element of chiro- 
practic theory and practice, but 
what does it mean? 

Actually, the definition of the 
word has evolved as it has 
received attention and investi- 
gation by the chiropractic pro- 
fession, and jt differs from the 
medical definition of the term. 
A consensus by the federally 
accredited chiropractic colleges 
leads to the following defini- 
tion: 

"A subluxation is a complex of 
functional and/or structural 
and/or pathological articular 

« changes that compromise neur- 


al integrity and may influence 
organ system function and gen- 
eral health." 

What the above means is that 
a subluxation is a joint problem 
(either a problem with the way 
the joint is functioning, a phys- 
ical problem with the joint, a 
disease of the joint or a combi- 
nation of: any of these) that 
affects the function of nerves 
and can therefore affect the 
body's organs and general 
health. 

Your spine is a column of 
bones, cushioned by spinal 
discs, that are moved and sup- 
ported by muscles, tendons, lig- 
aments and cartilage. Built 
into these bones are openings 
top to bottom through each 
side. Through these openings 
pass most of the body's nerves

from the brain. These nerves 
pass out from the spine on each 
side to all Ше body's tissues 
and organs. 

The subluxation theory iden- 
tifies that a problem in the 
joints of the spine is able to 
affect the nerves that. exit at 
that point in the spine, thereby 


affecting the tissues and organs 
to which that nerve goes. This 
is a rather simplistic explana- 
tion of a very complex process, 
but, bottom line, if the joints of 
the spine function properly, the 
nervous system will function 
properly and the body will be 
able to keep itself healthy or 
heal faster if injured. 

These  subluxations are 
detected and located through 
palpation by a doctor of chiro- 
practic. This process involves a 
very skilled, hands on ‘evalua- 
tion of “the spine and other 
joints of the body. During this 
examination, the chiropractor 
is looking for abnormalities in 
the joints (either too much or 
too little movement), unusual 
movement patterns, movement 
that causes pain and other 


clues that indicate a joint prob- 
lem. Unless there is an observ- 


able change in the spinal align- • 


ment, abnormal movements 
that may be associated with a 
subluxation may not be detect- 
ed by diagnostic imaging (x- 
rays, MRIs, etc.). However, if 
you have had a motor vehicle 
accident or some other type of 
trauma, then diagnostic imag- 
ing is a must. 

Chiropractic treatment of a 
subluxation involves a spiral 
(or extremity) adjustment: 
There are many techniques for 
adjusting, all of which are pre- 
cise and designed with a specif- 
ic purpose. Adjustments are 
usually performed by hand, 
although a hand-held activator 
instrument is often used.

Was it the newspaper's First Amendment right 
to publish the address?

Was it the right and fair thing to do in 
this case, considering the circumstances? No, it 
wasn't. 

Thérefore, I do sincerely apologize to Mrs.

The Kissimmee River 
Restoration is a joint project of 
the South Florida Water 
Management District and the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
and has been hailed as the 
most ambitious river restora- 
tion project ever undertaken in 
the United States. 

Originally 103 miles long, 
the ‘once meandering 
Kissimmee (native American 
for “long water”) found its way 
through rural Florida from 
Lake Kissimmee to Lake 
Okeechobee. The river was 
channelized in the 1960 to 
improve flood protection in 
central Florida, creating a 
straight-arrow channel, 300- 
feet wide, 30-feet deep and 
only 56 miles long. Following 
the channelization, about 
35,000 acres of wetland habi- 
tat disappeared. These wet- 
lands were home to many 
species of animals, fish and

wading birds. With the disap- 
pearance of the wetlands came 
a 90 percent reduction in 
migratory waterfowl. Even 
before the channelization,was 
completed in the early 1970's, 
environmentalists began to 
seek the restoration of the 
original river. 

The project is divided into 
two components, the upper 
basin (headwaters) and the 
lower river basin. Plans in the 
upper basin are to raise the 
lake level regulation schedule 
in the headwaters to a max 
mum of 54-feet. The incr: 


in the,available water storage 
is necessary to provide 
flows to the restored river. 

In the lower basin, the pro- 
ject consists primarily of back- 
filling 22 continuous miles in 
the central portion of Canal- 
38, the channelized portion of 
th Kissimmee River. The first 
phase of backfilling will begin

Contrail is short 
for condensation trail. 

First discovered in World 
War II, B-29 pilots didn't like 


contrails because it gave away 
their position. In fact, contrails 


. were studied intensively dur- 


ing the Cold War since they 
often revealed high flying 
bombers and reconnaissance 
aircraft. 

Today, research meteorolo- 
gists are investigating contrails 
because they may be changing 
our weather. 

For centuries, we have been 


' inadvertently changing the 


weather just by going about our 
daily activities. Cities „are 
warmer than their rural sur- 
roundings, the air is dirty 
because of soot and smog, the 
smoke stacks of oceangoing 
ships often produce clouds and 
there seems to be more precipi- 
tation downwind of cities. 

In recent years, scientists 


have warned of global warming 
because of an increase in green- 
house gases, while others 
blame a hole in the ozone on 
the increased use of aerosols 
and land use changes. 

Now, there is concern about 
contrails. There are so many 
contrails along some major jet 
flyways that scientists have 
noticed an increase"in cirrus 
clouds. 

Cirrus clouds are the highe st 
clouds in the atmosphere 
Typically located at altitudes 
between 16,500 and 50,000 
feet, cirrus clouds are composed 
of ice crystals. They have a 
feathery, silky look resembling 
a lock of hair. 

Scientists are concerned that 
an increase in cirrus clouds 
may lead to a change in local 
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A, different kind of writing in the sky 


climate. One study, for exam- 
ple, discovered that Salt Lake 
City became a warmer place to 
live during the ‘70s because of 
an increase in cirrus Clouds, 
clouds that may have formed 
because jets frequently flew 
over thé area 

Recently, scientists went 
back to Salt Lake City to con- 
tinue their research. Their pre- 
liminary results were surpris- 
ing: an inc in cirrus 
clouds, again tied to frequent 
jet traffic, this time led to a 
decrease in the average annual 
temperature in Salt Lake City. 

"The potential for regional 
climate change appears to 
exist," said Kenneth Sassen, of 
the University of Utah. "Yet, 
the impact of jet aircraft and

dated before they can sell the 
hides. Alligator skin is a popu- 
lar hide for boots, wallets, ladies 
purses and shoes, but the price 
is down this year, according to 
Biologist Linsey Horde with 
Florida's Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission, He 
was one of several representa- 
tives who spent two days at the 
Belle Glade Магіла for a hide 
validation. 

All participants in the public 
hunt were required to bring 
their hides to one of several 


locations around the state to 


ve their kills recorded. They 
als id to pay a.fee for each 
gator hide; 

Gators umder 7 foot cost $15 
each and over 7 foot the cost 
was $30. Hunters have until the 
last of October to validate their 
kills, according to Horde. 

“It’s illegal for them to sell the 
hides if they haven't been vali- 


dated," said Horde. "This is an 
important revenue source for 
funding the alligator program," 
he added. 

Nuisance hunters, those who 
have a special license to kill alli- 
gators which pose a threat to 
humans, also must have the 
hides validated, but they have 
180 days to get the validation 
bands which wrap around gator 
hides, . 

Horde said 728 people were 
chosen’ state-wide for the public 
hunt, but some pedple don't use 
their license after being drawn. 

Carl Schwartz, who brought 
in two hides for validation on 
Oct. 22, said he remembers last 
year’s validation at the Marina. 
Не said Italian boot makers 
were waiting at the back of the 
pavilion in anticipation of buy- 
ing quality hides. 

“I see there's nobody here this 
year. That's too bad," he said.
